‘TRANSIT STRIKE TIME LOST 
FIGURED AT EQUIVALENT OF

PHILADELPHIA, Aug.8 (AP). 
RANK L. McNAMEE, re- 
| F gional director of the War 

Manpower Commission, said 
today the loss of four million 
man hours in war plants dur- 
ing the city’s six-day transit 
strike cost the war production 
program the equivalent of 267 
Flying Fortresses or five de- 
stroyers. 

The hours-lost figure covered 
only war plants, McNamee 
said, and did not include time 
lost by employes who arrived 
late or time lost by employes of 
sub-contractors, which he esti- 
mated would represent an addi- 
tional million man hours. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 8 (AP). 
—Philadelphia looked to Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents 
and a Federal grand jury today 
for possible sensational disclosures 
in the transit strike that devel- 
oped without apparent organized 
leadership, inspiring a union’s 
charges of “company collusion” 
and “sinister enemy activity.” 

“We are going after the big 
fish,” a Federal spokesman said 
as the F. B. I. massed data and 
the grand jury prepared to con- 
vene tomorrow to hear at least 35 
persons, including strikers, Phila- 
delphia Transportation Co, execu- 
tives, officers of the CIO Trans- 
port Workers’ Union and govern- 
ment war agency officials.

FRANCE, Aug. 8 (AP).—A newly 
captured German intelligence of-| 
ficer asserted today that Hein- | 


rich Himmler, German Gestapo | 
and SS chief, had been assassinat- | 
ed and that Reichsmarshal Her-| 
man Wilhelm Goering had been | 
wounded in a new outbreak | 
against the Nazi hierarchy. 

(There was no confirmation of | 
this report. The officer’s report 
was based on secondhand infor- 
mation and therefore is subject to 
reservation. In this connection, 
the British radio said today a 
German lieutenant taken prisoner 
in France related he had given a 
“pep talk” to his troops and “for 
want of other good news” had told 
them that Himmler was dead.) 

Nine other captives, all Aus- 
trians, declared they could cor- 
roborate the assertion of the in- 
telligence officer. 

The British first heard the story 
of the alleged assassination from 
the Austrians. I asked a German 
intelligence officer, who had been 
kept apart from the Austrians: 

“I suppose Himmler is stronger 
than Hitler these days?” 

“No, Himmler is dead,” the Nazi 
intelligence officer asserted; “he.

2277 RAILROAD FATALITIES 
LISTED IN FIRST HALF OF 44 


72 Below Total for First 6 Months 
of 43; Accidents Show Slight 
Rise. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP).— 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission announced today that 
2277 persons including passengers, 
employes and trespassers, lost 
their lives in railway accidents in 
the first six months of 1944, a de- 
cline of 72 compared with the cor- 
responding period last year. 

The number of train accidents in- | 
volving more than $150 damage to 
railway property rose from 8209 in 
the 1943 period to 8219 in 1944. 

The number of passengers killed 
during the first half of this year 
was 42, an increase of one over 
the 1943 period. The heaviest fa- 
talittes this year occurred among 
employes — 520; trespassers—716, 
and persons involved in grade 
crossing and other accidents —991, |

LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP).—Rus- 
sian forces driving beyond the 
enemy’s broken Vistula River de- 
fenses threatened today to stran- 
gle German communications be- 
tween?

The direction of the drive raised 
the possibility Red troops might 
outflank Krakow on the north.

Escorting Mustang fighters, also 
from the Eighth Air Force based 
in Britain, destroyed three Ger- 
man interceptors and the bombers 
destroyed a fourth.

LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP).—Field 
Marshal Erwin von Witzleben and 
seven other German Army officers 
were hanged today, Berlin an- 
nounced, after a trial in which 
they confessed plotting to kill Hit- 
ler and surrender Germany to the 
Allies. 

This brought to 16 the an- 
nounced deaths of alleged con- 
spirators in the Berlin-proclaimed 
plot which culminated in the July 


20 bomb explosion at a Hitler 
headquarters. 

Today’s executions took place 
two hours after conclusion of the 
trial of Von Witzleben and the 
seven others, all of whom had 
been expelled previously from the 
Army.

A senior Canadian staff officer 
declared the hinge of the whole 
German line in eastern N 
was “loosening, although it has 
not by any means been yanked 
from the door as yet,” 

American Advance. 

The Germans were reported 
rushing in forces from southern 
France against the American 
southern wing. 

Dispatches from the Spanish. 
border said all German regular 
army and SS. troops had been 
moved out of southwestern France 
below Bordeaux and that only rail- 
road troops and Gestopo agents 
remained. 

Front dispatches said advance 
elements of the Americans head- 
ing toward Paris already were 
in Le Mans. 

Eight railroad lines and seven 
paved roads radiate from Le Mans, 
a city of about 85,000 population. 
It is the old capital of the province 
of the Maine, situated on the north- 
south Sarthe River which was ex- 
pected to form a German defense 
line. Front dispatches did not say 
whether the Americans had 
crossed the river. Le Mans is 40

Blast Path for Canadian 
Troops—400 American 
Heavies Attack Air- 
fields and Robot Bases 


in France. 


LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP).—A 
thousand American heavy bomb- 
ers struck a second tremendous 
blow at the hinge in German lines 
below Caen today and ranged 
widely over France attacking air- 
fields and flying bomb installa- 
tions, 

About 1800 tons of bombs were 
dropped by the American planes 
on German lines before the ad- 
vancing Canadian First Army in 
the same area pulverized last 
night by 1000 British Lancasters 
which dropped around 6700 tons. 
About 600 Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators participated in this ac- 
tion. 

Some 400 others beat up air- 
fields at Romilly sur Seine, 55 
miles northwest of Paris, and at 
Le Perthe, northwest of Rommilly. 
They also bombed the platforms 
from which robot bombs are 
hurled at England. 

Up toe 750 Mustangs, Lightning 
and Thunderbolt fighters escorted 
the American bombers. 


Shuttle Operations. 
Other United States Eighth Air 
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Force bombers and fighters from | 
Britain participated in shuttle op-| 
erations over Poland and Ro-| 
mania. | 

A group which flew to Russia 
Sunday, bombing an aircraft fac-| 
tory northwest of the Polish cor-| 
ridor port of Gydnia, returned to 
the air yesterday and bombed a 
synthetic oil refinery 20 miles 
west of Krakow in Poland at 
Tresbinia.

First Such Night Attack. 

The attack last night by the 
Lancasters constituted their first 
operation in darkness in close sup- 
port of ground forces. 

In the hour before midnight, the 
big bombers blasted fortified 
points in the area of May-sur- 
Orne and Tilly la Campagne, on 
both sides of the Caen-Falaise 
road, 

The midnight bombardment 
formed one of three separate 
phases in aerial support given 
Gen. Eisenhower's advancing 
armies.

Heavy line indicates the 


battlefront, 


NAZI ARMY IN NORMANDY 
‘STRANGLING FOR WANT OF 
SUPPLIES,’ BRERETON SAYS

In a message to Brig. Gen. 
Samuel E. Anderson, com- 
mander of the bombers, Brere- 
ton commended all Marauder 
and Havoc groups in the Ninth 
for their recent destruction of 
a large number of bridges “in 
the face of bad weather and 
enemy fighters and fink.” 

He described as an “out- 
standing mission” the destruc- 
tion of two rail bridges south 
of Le Mans by a Marauder 
group commanded by Col. Joe

3| GERMAN DIVISIONS USED

of the 31 German divisions which 
the Germans threw into the fu- 
tile fight for Normandy showed 
today that seven were drawn from 
weaker-garrisoned Brittany and 
six from Southern France with 
only two—both 88S. Panzer divi- 
sionsa—drawn from the Eastern 
front. 

One of the Panzer divisions was 
from Galicia and the other from 
Poland. 

Three divisions came from Den- 
mark, Holland and Belgium, The 
rest already were either in Nor- 
mandy or in a zone north of the 
Seine through Pas de Calais.

Hooligans of both races, playing with 
dynamite, have caused many such untoward in- 
stances—fomenting quarrels, looking for fights, 
venting racial hatred. 

Despite the fact that St. Louis has always had 
a large Negro population, there never has been a 
major racial disturbance here. St. Louisans, 
white and colored, respect one another and know 
how to get along with one another. The city’s 
record is a fine one. We might even go so far 
as to say that it has been a model of good man- 
ners, tolerance and understanding.

from the South, and they have brought their old | 


feuds to the city. 
pursue their feuds here, 

People hereabouts recall only too vividly the 
disastrous East St. Louis race riot of 1917, when 
s0 many people were killed and injured in a 
frenzied outburst of racial hatred. At that time, 
too, there was a large importation of labor from 
the South and there was keen fear that Southern 
Negroes would deprive whites of their jobs. 

The question of postwar jobs is not going to 
be settled by whites and Negroes going around 
with chips on their shoulders. Nothing at all is 
settled by plug-uglies and hooligans of both 
races who want to show how tough they are and 
who let their nasty prejudices influence their 


Well, we don’t want them to 


conduct. 

On the contrary, such conduct may start some- 
thing that the hooligans cannot finish. A lot 
of people might get hurt, needlessly, unless hot 
tempers are kept within leash, unless both whites 
and Negroes exercise orcinary courtesy toward 
each other. 

The St. Louis police, of course, are aware of 
what is going on, but they should double their 
alertness to see that some dimwit who thinks in 
terms of Nazi racial superiority does not light 
a spark that might cause a flame. Or that some 
Negro, bearing a grudge, does not do his race the 
disservice of causing trouble. 

Since so much trouble seems to start on street 
cars, where the races mingle closely, the police 
might give special attention to this point of 
danger. It might be feasible to place policemen 
on street cars Jate at night. Some considera- 
tion might be given to vesting in motormen and 
conductors the right of arrest. 

Mayor Kaufmann last fall appointed a com- 
mittee to guard against tension between the races 
and we believe, again in no alarmist spirit, that 
it also should double its alertness. 

The trouble here so far has not been frequent 
or widespread, but it happens with sufficient 
frequency, we think, to justify a public warning. 

It is better to bring this ugly thing out into 
the open rather than to let it fester unheeded in 
It is better to look frankly at it 
than to pretend it does not exist, It is better to 
avert a crisis before it happens than to weep 
about it afterward,

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Preliminary Agreement on Oil 

The Anglo-American oll agreement to be signed 
this week is, to judge by the meager details given 
in a Washington dispatch, a modest but hopeful 
beginning on solving one of the greatest postwar 
problems. 

The problem is that of preventing economic 
warfare, and it is closely involved with the world’s 
top problem, preventing military warfare. Eco- 
nomic war, of course, is a major cause of military 
war, and none of the fields where economic 
interests clash is more critical than that of oll. 

International trade in oil has had, in fact, 
many characteristics of military warfare. The 
Tace to exploit new oil fields, particularly in 
the “backward” countries, has been carried on 
with all the fury of a blitzkrieg. It has often 
been accompanied by maneuvering, pressure and 
promises that resemble the activities of warring 
countries’ diplomats when addressing a neutral. 
Then follow the rough equivalent of a mass 
bombing attack in the efforts of oil companies to 
undersell each other, or to keep the prices up in 
the case of customers that cannot help them- 
selves. 

All this results not only in international ill 
will, but in a tremendous waste of oil, the great 
essential of modern warfare. Any oll agreement 
to be worth the paper it is written upon must 
address itself to conservation of this important 
natural resource, which has been poured out 
lavishly by the Allies, particularly the United 
States, in fighting this war. 

The new agreement is said to aim at orderly 
development of the world’s oil resources “within 
the framework of free competition, but with 
safeguards against competitive waste’—whatever 
that may mean, 

Another elementary requirement is that the 
pact include all the oil-producing nations, It is 
explained that the draft agreed upon does not set 
up an exclusive Anglo-American agreement, but 
other governments have been kept informed on 
the progress of the talks, and conferences with 
them will speedily follow. 

The international oil commission set up in the 
agreement has purely advisory powers, Whether 
this status is permanent will depend, of course, 
on the type of international peace organization 
set up after the war. 

It is at least a start, and the fact that agree- 
ment was reached after only brief deliberations is 
a promising sign. Now there are atill the tasks 
of broadening the pact to include other nations, 
making similar agreements for other key pro- 
ducts such as tin, rubber, wheat and cotton, and 
fitting them into the structure of the new world 
setup. The tremendoug work of making economic 
peace has barely begua. 
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Unfair Advantage?

The Swiss have always kept their doors open 


Abe political refugees from other countries, and 


the principle is one that should be upheld. How- 
ever, Nazi leaders who flee from Germany as de- 
feat approaches are not political refugeesthey 
are common criminals who face felony charges 
ranging from robbery to murder. 

Switzerland's action is in line with the request 
made to neutrals some time ago by our State De- 
partment, and the example should be followed by 
the other nations that have been spared involve- 
ment in the war. There are two key countries, 
however, from which such a step cannot be ex- 
pected: Spain and Argentina. Unless Allied 
pressure makes itself sternly felt, Hitler and his 
gang will be able to find sanctuary on the soil 
of those Fascist-dominated states.

Support of conservative groups in exile governments could no 
longer be maintained, so State Department has changed tactics, 
writer says; it has stopped opposing liberal elements, and has taken 
a neutral position; less jeopardy now to our postwar influence.

A slow but quite important change has 
been taking place in American foreign pol- 
icy during the past months. It was some 
time before this shift became apparent, 
but it has been borne out by a number of 
indications, For Washington has aban- 
doned, or at least seriously modified, its 
former policy of tending to support the so- 
called “conservative” elements in a number 
of European Allied nations. 


Today the United States seems to be 
either accepting the more liberal move- 
ments within these countries or adopting a 
policy of strict neutrality between the vari- 
ous factions. While this latter course might 
appear to have been the right one to follow 
from the beginning, there are many rea- 
sons why this would have been difficult. 

The three countries for which this shift 
in American policy is most important are 
France, Greece and Yugoslavia, One is 
tempted to add Italy also, although the 
situation there is still uncertain and is con- 
fused by a number of elements which don’t 
enter into the cases of the three others. 


With each of the three, Washington be- 
gan by following a policy of giving tacit, 


‘and sometimes open, support to the more 


conservative elements of the governments- 
in-exile, 


We Backed Wrong Horse 


In the case of France, the United States 
definitely and tenaciously supported the 
Giraud faction against that led by Gen. De 
Gaulle, Many excuses were given for this 
~—-that we were uncertain of the extent of 
De Gaulle’s backing, that we had been in- 
strumental in getting Giraud from the Con- 
tinent to Algiers, and that we weren't in- 
terested in French domestic politics but 
in the army, and Giraud seemed to have 
the most influence with the officer corps in 
French North Africa. 


Today, however, De Gaulle has been giv- 
en almost complete de facto recognition 
by Washington and there is every indication 
that this country is now committed to a pol- 
icy of supporting the De Gaullists in 
France. 


In Yugoslavia and Greece, perhaps out 
of deference to British policy, America con- 
tinued to support elements which almost 
all neutral observers agreed had lost much 
of their backing at home. Thus, instead of 
appointing as diplomats to these countries 
men who were absolutely neutral on the 
many questions agitating these peoples, 
Washington appointed diplomats who open- 
ly favored returning King George of Greece 
and King Peter of Yugoslavia to their 
thrones after the war. 


Even the hottest opponents of these Kings 
never asked that America work against 
them, But they did ask that Washington 
at least pick diplomats who were neutral 
on the thorny question of restoring the 
monarchs, 


Now the United States has been forced 
to recognize the need for a more neutral 
policy. Although this fact has not been 
announced, it is learned on good author- 
ity that not so long ago a meeting was 
held in the State Department’s Balkan divi- 
sion, at which it was decided to ‘maintain 
the strictest neutrality toward all sides in 
Greece and Yugoslavia. 


It was brought out at that meeting that 
this Government ran the risk of earning a 
good deal of ill will if it didn’t modify its 
policy. The fact that such a meeting was 
called shows that Washington had been 
leaning heavily in one direction. It also 
shows that, as in the case with France, the 
policy could no longer be maintained. 


Many Opposed Earlier Course 


It is interesting to note that at no time 
did the American course of favoring the 
conservative elements among the Greek and 
Yugoslav resistance movements have the 
undivided approval of all Americans con- 
oerned, 


On one side were the highest diplomatic 
officers, appointed by the White House or 
State Department, who went along with 
British diplomats in supporting the con- 
servative side. On the other side, however, 
were a considerable number of Americans 
working for such, organizations as the Of- 
fice of War Information, the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration and the Middle East 
Supply Center who just as heartily opposed 
any such American support. 


These latter argued that to support King 
George and King Peter—as distinct from 
recognizing them—was to run the risk of 
jeopardizing America’s postwar influence 
in Greece and Yugoslavia. 


Although the question of how to distin- 
guish between supporting this or that gov- 
ernment-in-exile and merely working along 
with it is enough to test the wisdom of a 
Solomon, it seems that Washington is deter- 
mined to make a greater effort to be neu- 
tral in all internal questions among our 
allies except where such questions affect 
the war effort. 

Such a policy will certainly open Wash- 
ington to less attack. It will also make it 
easier for this country to exercise con- 
structive influence after the war, at a 
time when it can be most effective.

Walter Pitkin. an Individualist 
In Life, Thought and Grammar 


“On My Own,” by Walter Pitkin, (Charies Scribners’ 

Sons, New York.) 

The author of “Life Begins at Forty.” 
having reached the age of 66, has written 
his autobiography in 85 sketches extending 
over more than 500 pages. Beginning with 
his earliest recollections, he recounts his 
various exploits with a fondness for detail 
which sometimes makes them read like the 
self-centered but highly entertaining rem- 
iniscences of a garrulous old man, But, as 
past professor of philosophy and journal- 
ism at Columbia University, he cannot be ° 
passed on thus lightly. 

Walter Pitkin is definitely an individual- 
ist. A clew to his mental outlook is found 
in the title, He went “on his own” when he 
left his native Michigan to go abroad as 
an employe of the Paris Exposition of 1900, 
A boyhood acquaintance was on his own 
when he returned home as a youth to 
thrash a bullying father. His own uncle, 
fond of books and fine clothes, was not 
truly on his own until he was suddenly left 
alone by the death of the girl he expected 
to marry, 


The term “rugged individualist” might de 
acribe Pitkin, but he himself would dis 
claim the predatory economics with which 
the term has become associated. His indi- 
vidualism is rather of' the intellect, and 
is reflected in his insistence on the prag- 
matic approach to his beliefs, his concep- 
tion of the mind as purely functional and 
his pugnacious distrust of Calvinistic pre- 
destinarianism. 

Being himself unencumbered by any for- 
mal academic degree, Pitkin has small re- 
spect for smug frauds which pass for edu- 
cation. He reserves special affection for 
misfits—people who insist on thinking for 
themselves—and prides himself on his cul- 
tivation of “the art of misfit living.” 

Five years abroad engendered in him no 
great respect for the civilization of pre-war 
Europe. He turned away from cultural 
patterns which, he felt, too closely set the 
bounds to human individuality, and found 
new virtues in the American way of life 
as being not really a culture at all, but 
rather a tradition of individual liberties. 


Extraordinary diversity of interests 
brought him into a number of highly orig- 
inal enterprises, all of which seem to have 
been to a large degree utilitarian. He had 
his dreams, certainly, but his dreams were 
of a practical and forward-looking nature. 
An excursion into Hollywood made him a 
pioneer in the sound movies. Journalistic 
enterprise supplied him with evidence of 
the aggressive designs of Germany and 
Japan long before the world generally be- 
came aware of the danger. 

Even Pitkin'’s grammar is individual. Les 
ser lights than he must humbly regard his 
elliptical sentences as evidence of an art 
which transcends ordinary rules.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP).— 
The Senate split over reconversion 
legislation appeared to be widen- 
ing today with the disclosure that 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
has drafted a complete demobiliza- 
tion measure. 


It is to be offered as a substi- | 


tute not only for his original 
measure—which dealt only with 
unemployment compensation—but 
for the Murray-Kilgore bill em- 
bracing reconversion procedures 
and an organized labor supported 
program of Federal unemployment 
benefits. 

Republican Senators discussed a 
tentative draft of the expanded 
George bill in an executive con- 
ference, and Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, said afterward he believed 
the new bill represented “the 
views of most of those present.” 

It would set up an office of 
war mobilization and reconversion 
whose director would. co-ordi- 
nate postwar planning and policies. 
It would eliminate industry and 
regional advisory boards proposed 
by the bill sponsored by Senators 
Murray (Dem.), Montana and Kil- 
gore (Dem.), West Virginia, and 
eliminate too the Murray-Kilgore 
proposal to increase mustering-out 
pay and unemployment benefits 
for returning war veterans. 

The proposed George measure 
would authorize the Federal Gov- 
ernment to pay transportation ex- 
penses up to $200 for “stranded” 
war workers back to their homes, 
but not to new job locations as 
proposed in the Murray-Kilgore 
bill. Also eliminated would be 
Federally-financed vocational 
training as provided in the Mur- 
ray-Kilgore proposal. 

The broadened bill was brought 
into the picture as the Senate be- 
gan formal! debate on the original 
George measure limited to un- 
employment compensation. That 
bill had been given right of way 
by the Democratic Steering Com- 
mittee,

FROM BACH TO A MUSICAL concerning it- 
self with an assortment of drolleries south of the 
Rio Grande is a transition that has been accom- 
plished by easy stages through light opera and 
operetta, but its final stages were spanned 
through the agency of Mike Todd, producer of 
“Mexican Hayride” and an entrepreneur who has 
never been known to boggle at the mere uncon- 
ventionality of a role or an acting assignment. 
There are those who swear that, had the great 
man been alive at the time, Todd would have 
had Caruso hawking balloons at his “Streets of 
Paris” at the World’s Fair, and the chances are 
Caruso would have loved it. 

“The greatest urge in my personal store of am- 
bitions,” Evans told the reporter over break- 
fast the other morning at the Laurelton, where 
he lives, “has been toward acting—in conjunction 
with my singing, of course—but of exercising 
something more than the old windpipe and the 
necessary facets of a tenor’s personality that are 
required for concert appearances, There is no 
chance for acting in the field of concert appear- 
ances, and the acting that is required for grand 
opera, while unquestionably acting of a sort, is 
so stylized, so established and so heavy-handed 
in its technique as to hold no great attraction 
for a fellow like myself.” 

* * * 

ASIDE FROM HIS VOICE, Evans has unde- 
niable attractions of person, since he is built likea 
football guard who has been additionally endowed 
with graceful and pleasant mannerisms, The 
other morning he was wearing a wonderfully 
tailored tweed sports jacket of conservative pat- 
tern, a wine-red knitted four-in-hand and odd 
siacks. His only jewelry was a severe wrist 
watch and a red stone finger ring engrossed with 
family coat armor. 

“This isn’t the first time I’ve sung Cole Porter 
zongs,” he said, “but it is the first time I’ve ever 
appeared in a Cole Porter show and, to descend 
to the vernacular, am I eating it up! As a mat- 
ter of fact, and for the record 1 don’t regard 
Porter as anything less than a classic contempo- 
rary American composer along with George 
Gershwin and Jerome Kern, and I don’t think 
any responsible music authority thinks of Porter 
as a tin-pan lyricist. It doesn’t seem to me nec- 
essary for a composer to be dead to have his 
work established as classic.”

EVANS’ RECORD WITH the muse has ‘been 
an eventful one. He has sung under the eminent 
batons of Fritz Reiner, the late Frederick Stock, 
Alexander Smallens and John Barbirolli, and he 
has taken leading roles in “Tristan,” “Carmen,” 
“Tosca,” “Boris,” “Martha” and “Pagliacci” in 
Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, San Francisco and 
other leading musically inclined communities 
throughout the land. He has also appeared sev- 
eral seasons as a star of the St. Louis Muny 
Opera. The circumstances, however, that he hag 
been unfailingly impassioned in Bizet and has 
perished in the company of Isolde to gratifyingly 
dolorous Wagnerian strains in no way prevents 
him from being entirely satisfactory amid the 
buffooneries of “Mexican Hayride.”

“GIVE ME,” HE SAYS, “musical comedy for a 
metier every time, It has more plasticity in 
every direction, in background, acting, produc- 
tion, stylization. The established traditions of 
grand opera are too binding to allow any new 
interpretations of character or any yariations 
on a theme, generally. Then, too, the great 
singers of the Golden Age of opera stamped their 
own personalities almost indelibly on their roles 
and that is a tremendous handicap to a younger 
performer, no matter how willing he is to live 
up to an audience’s conception of what a part 
should be. He is always compared, and, of 
course, unfavorably, with the great masters be- 
fore his time. In no other form of stage ex- 
pression, not even in Gilbert and Sullivan, where 
the conventions are pretty rigidly established, is 
a performer so cramped and restricted as by the 
traditions of grand opera. For this reason, if 
nothing else, musical comedy is almost ideal for 
my temperament which, while not rebellious or 
radical in any sense, still shies away from per- 
functory and arbitrary limitations of technique.”

Soybean Is 
A Versatile 
Substitute

HE WAR has certainly stim- 
T ulated our thoughts and imagi- 

nations into channels of specu- 
lation about the minimum of foods 
we can get along on in case of 
invasion or siege or famine. In 
Germany, we are told, they have 
twice during the conflict been bad- 
ly pinched by the failure of the 
potato crop. This has raised our 
respect for the potato, because it 
suggests that it is adequate as a 
single food fulfilling all nutritional 
requirements. 

In our own land of plenty we 
have for two years had to endure 
a considerable curtailment of our 
meat supply. It gave those who 
were convinced that meat is “bad 
for you” a practical chance to try 
out their theories, but for most of 
us the lack of juicy steaks and 
roast beef in abundance has made 
us long for that most glorious, 
adequate and complete of all ar- 
ticles of diet. 

What can be substituted for 
meat if some dire calamity were 
to happen? 
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WHAT FOODS THAT grow 
abundantly and easily in our cli- 
mate are adequate for full nt- 
tritional needs, supposing this 
glorious land of bounty should 
walk into a period of meterologi- 
cal and agricultural calamities? 

Well, it’s not likely to happen, 
but our war experiences give con- 
siderable courage in to knowledge 
that we can get along on a good 
deal less than we were accus- 
tomed to have. 

One answer of contemporary in- 
dustry is the soy bean. It fulfills 
the requirement of adaptability 
and easy cultivating. A small plot 
of ground located nearly anywhere 
in North America will grow soy 
beans in adequate amounts for a 
family’s nutrition. I have even 
heard of tenement and flat dwell- 
ers who have grown enough soy 
beans in pots on their window sills 
to supplement their meat rations, 
but I do not guarantee this infor- 
mation. 

Nutritionally the soy bean has 
very high adequacy. It is high in 
proteins, The claim has been made 
that it is a complete protein. That 
claim is regarded with some skep- 
ticism by Col. Isker, of the Sub- 
gistence Research Division, United 
State Army, but it is certain the 
soy bean contains most of the es- 
sential amino acids of a complete 
protein and can be substituted for 
meat, on those grounds, for long 
periods of time. 
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BESIDES THAT it contains 
fats and starches and has a high 
caloric value. And in the depart- 
ments of vitamins and minerals 
it has these to offer: 

Vitamins: a. Carotene. b. Thia- 
mine (Vitamin B). c. Riboflavin. 
d. Niacin, e. Pantothhenic acid. 
f.Biotin. g. Inositol. h. Choline. 

(These are the chemical names 
of the alphabetical vitamins.) 

Minerals: a. Calcium. b. Phos- 
phodus. c, Sodium, d. Potassium. 
e. Magnesium. f, Sulphur. g. 
Chlorine. h. Iron. i. Silicon. j. 
Copper. k. Manganese, 1. Zinc. 

The Army has used soy bean 
flour in making the K biscuits, 
the principle function underlying 
the use of which is to provide as 
complete a non-meat protein as 
possible. 

The soy products are rapidly 
absorbed, in which they have the 
advantage over nuts, the other 
suggested substitute for meat 
protein. 

In edibility the manufacturers 
have greatly improved on the ear- 
lier product. Soy flour is no longer 
the sticky, beany tasting mess of 
earlier days, but very palatable. 
You can get recipes for nearly 
everything from soy bread to 
meat loaf, goulash or lemon me- 
— pie made out of soy prod- 
ucts,

Casual Clothes Do Double Duty for Both Social and Classroom Wear.

OR many college girls the first 
F clothes problem to be solved 

has nothing to do with the 
classroom. It concerns the ward- 
robe which will be needed for s0- 
rority rush parties scheduled at 
the majority of universities and 
colleges in advance of the regis- 
tration period. During “Rush 
Week” a girl wants to look her 
best and suitable attire has much 
to do with her appearance. 

Luckily the Panhellenic coun- 
cils which supervise the rushing 
activities have come to the aid of 
the novice, many of them issuing 
little booklets which tell a girl the 
type of clothes she will need for 
the different parties. In glancing 
through these, it is apparent that 
informality holds the majority of 
power. The formal party which 
calls for a long dress has been 
eliminated entirely at some schools 
during the war period. At others, 
only one long-dresgs party is 
planned so the selection of a col- 
lege wardrobe with rush week in 
mind becomes quite simplified. 

A typical schedule outlined by 
one Middle Western university in-

SSUMING that casual] clothes 
are being selected as part of 
the classroom wardrobe and 
therefore will be available for any 
rush parties of the most informal 
type, this article is being devoted 
to the rest of the rush-week ward- 
robe. As an example the ideal 
dresses to inculde, four have been 
illustrated, 

If a late afternoon or an infor- 
mal dinner party is being given 
the rushee will want a very dressy 
type of frock. First choice for 
such occasions seems to be black, 
regardless of the general vogue of 
bright colors. A black dress not 
only gives the sophistication which 
the college girls like at such 
times, but offers many possibill- 
ties for wear during the entire fall 
and winter.

Big patch pockets 
give the skirt an interesting dec- 
oration. A little calot with high- 
placed veiling tops this costume.

HEN a girl wants to get 

away from the black after- 

noon dress there are lovely 
shades of blue and purplé from 
which to choose. 

Sketched third in the group is a 
blue crepe frock which has the 
smart draped accent. A rippling 
peplum extends down the side of 
the skirt to form a cascade type of 
drapery. The blouse also has simi- 
lar cascade adornment. Three- 
quarter-length sleeves are an indi- 
cation that this dress is half-way 
between the dressy and the infor- 


mal and therefore offers an ideal 
compromise when a girl is not cer- 
tain how elaborate her costume 
should be. Shocking pink velvet 
hat with loops at the sides pro- 
vides an arresting addition to this 
ensemble. 

The perfect dress for lunch- 
eons, informal “at homes” and 
any daytime party which closes 
fairly early is plaid woolen dress 
sketched at extreme right.

HYDE PARK, Monday, 


GOT up at 4:30 this morning 
to meet a train, and found 
myself going out in a down- 
pour of rain and a sudden drop 
in temperature. I rejoiced in the 
change of weather, and as the 
rain stopped and the light began 
to come, I wondered why we s0 
rarely enjoy these fresh morning 
hours! Whenever [I do get up, I 
love it. 

In the station I found the news- 
paper stand open. The familiar 
face of the lady in charge looked 
so smiling and wide-awake that I 
almost hesitated to tell her that 
I was surprised to find her on 
hand and doing business at that 
hour.

I still re- 
member, however, the thrill of 
getting up in the dark, stealing 
into the pantry so as not to 
awaken anyone, buttering a large 
slice of bread and covering it 
with brown sugar, and pouring 
out a big glass of milk. No break- 
fast ever tasted better. Then, if 
fruit was in season when we got 
to the village, and my young aunt 
bought apples, or pears or 
peaches, or a basket of grapes, 
and we could rest on our oar now 
and then and eat some of tht 
fruit on the way home, my cup of 
joy ran over! 

Our sky is still gray this morn- 


ing, but there are rifts where the 
sun shines through every now 
and then and [ think by after- 
noon it may completely clear. In 
the meantime, one of my annual 
joys greets my eyes from the cot- 
tage windows and as I come 
down the road. We have more 
purple loosestrife than ever be- 
fore, I think. At sunset time it is 
reflected in the water; but at all 
times; against the background of 
green, it is a most beautiful bit 
of color. It is almost at its height 
now, but I hope it will be with us 
a good part of this month. 

One of our grandsons left us 
yesterday to go home. We shall 
miss him, but I am _ thankful 
every day that we live in this 
rather remote, quiet spot where 
children can do the natural things 
and enjoy simple country pleas- 
ures. Because of the infantile 
paralysis situation, my daughter 
has felt that the young ones 
should not go into the country 
town or be much in crowds, But 
I have heard no word of com- 
plaint from them, which means 
that life is sufficiently filled with 
occupations to leave io desire for 
other things.

South’s three no trump bid was 
a shade too strong, but he cer- 
tainly had a good hand. After 
that bid North would have been 
timid to stop short of a slam. 

West led the spade jack, and 
when the dummy’ went down on 
the table, declarer could not have 
been pleased over his prospects, 
since there was grave danger that 
two heart tricks would have to be 
lost. However, he did what he 
could to get around that hurdle. 
He drew trumps in two leads, 
cashed his top cards in spades 
and clubs, discarding a club from 
dummy, then ruffed the club jack. 
Now, with the hands “stripped,” 
he cashed the heart ace and, not 
even troubling to re-enter his own 
hand, led a low heart from the 
dummy. 

As he had hoped, one of the de- 
fenders, specifically East, had 
started with a doubleton heart 
honor, and there was no escape 
for him. Thrown in with the heart 
queen, he had to return a black 
card, and declarer hastily got rid 
of his last heart while he was 
ruffing in dummy.
